We learned last week that about 400,000 Yahoo Mail, 
AOL, Gmail and Hotmail passwords apparently were 
leaked. Another annoying bit of news for those who 
struggle to come up with new secret codes. 

But it has given us another look into the psychology of 
password creation. 

Swedish security expert Anders Nilsson and Declan 
McCullagh of tech site CNET ran the numbers on the 
leaked passwords. Their results differ slightly but mostly 
match up. Strings of keyboard letters like “qwert/’ and 
ascending numerals were common. 

Among the top-used first names, according to McCul- 
lagh’s list, are michael, Jordan and michelle (case sensi- 
tive). Nilsson indicates that of passwords that end in a 
number from zero to nine, one is, not surprisingly the 
most popular. When a number is required, it’s so tempt- 
ing to just move your left pinkie to tack on a one. But 
five, which came in last, might be the safer choice.

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What if I have to evacuate the train? 


It was just six years ago that a Blue Line train 
derailed near the Clark/Lake stop, sparking 
a tunnel fire that resulted in 152 riders suffer- 
ing injuries. 

Since then, the CTA said it has upgraded 
its emergency exits with new lighting, stair- 
ways and handrails. 

If the train has an equipment failure that 
leads to evacuation: 


What if i faii on the tracks? 


In March and April, six male rid- 
ers died on CTA tracks. The Cook 
County Medical Examiner’s Office 
ruled half of these incidents acci- 
dents, the other half suicides. 

If you fall on the tracks: 

» If there are no CTA workers in 
the immediate vicinity to help, you 
should ask for help from other rid- 
ers on the platform and ask them 
to call 911 to have power to the rails 
turned off. 

» If you are not injured or you 
feel you could move without risk- 
ing further injury, you should try to 
return to the platform while making 
every effort to avoid touching or 
stepping on any rails. 

» If you are injured or unable to 
climb back onto the platform, you 
should try to move toward the plat- 
form and away from the third rail 
to avoid accidentally touching or 
brushing up against it. The third rail 
always will be the rail farthest from 
the platform at all stations and at 
most terminals. 


»The CTA says you should stay calm, wait 
for instruction and not open rail car doors or 
evacuate. 

» If the train is in the station, CTA workers 
would direct you to exit onto the platform 
through the side doors. If the train is partially 
in the station, you would use the end doors of 
the car to access the portion of the train that 
is in the station to exit onto the platform. 

» If the train is not by a station and there’s 


a train behind on the same track, you would 
use the end doors to access the adjacent 
train. If there’s a train on adjacent track, 
workers would direct you to a designated 
car so you can cross a temporary walkway 
to that train. 

» If there’s no nearby train, the CTA would 
cut power to the track. You would then use 
the side doors to access an emergency 
walkway at track or platform level. 


What about 
battery? 


CTA train riders reported 
about 1,000 incidents of 
battery from 2009-11, the 
Tribune found. 

If you see a weapon or a 
disturbance on a train: 

»The CTA has a “see 
something, say something’’ 
policy for its system that 
encourages riders to tell 
a CTA worker immediate- 
ly if they see unattended 
packages, odd smells or 
smoke or someone acting 
suspiciously. 

» When notifying the CTA 
of a rider with a weapon, 
Puentes recommends not- 
ing which station the rider 
exited and the time. Do not 
follow anyone who has a 
weapon. 

» If you see a disturbance 
on the train, you should use 
the passenger intercom to 
contact the train operator. 


Instructions 
getting 
an upgrade

In May, tlie CTA 
shut down Brown, 
Purple and Red 
line train service 
during rush hour 
on the North Side 
so firefighters 
could battle a blaze at Roy’s Furniture near 
the Fullerton stop. 

During the shutdown, riders reported 
conflicting instructions from CTA em- 
ployees— one example of a few recent 
communication breakdowns CTA Presi- 
dent Forrest Claypool identified as a prob- 
lem in a sitdown interview with RedEye 
shortly after the incident. 

To improve communication with rid- 
ers, the CTA is moving toward an audio 
system the agency says will provide clearer 
announcements at rail stations. 

The system, installed at the new Oak- 
ton ^llow Line station and Morgan 
Green and Pink line stop, features smaller 
but more numerous speakers to better 
concentrate sound, the CTA said. 

The speakers, mounted on canopies, 
point downward to focus the sound onto 
the platform, according to the agency 

The CTA said it plans to install the 
speakers at the other 143 stations over the 
next two years. 


What about theft? 


From 2009-11, CTA rail riders reported more 
than 3,000 incidents of theft, which rose 30 
percent during that two-year period, a recent 
Tribune report found. 

If you are a victim of a crime on a train or in a 
station: 

» You should not fight back or engage with 
an offender, the CTA said. 

» You should alert CTA workers or call 911 as 
soon as possible and provide as many details 
as possible about the offense such as the time, 
location, rail car number or run number and 
direction of travel. 

» Miguel Fuentes, head of the Chicago chap- 
ter of the Guardian Angels, the informal CTA 
patrol group, recommends noting the offend- 
er’s unique characteristics such as facial hair, 
tattoos, missing or crooked teeth and jewelry. 
Also, take care to note the offender’s shoes. 

It’s easy to change shirts, Fuentes said, but it’s 
more difficult to change shoes. 

»CTA stations have multiple cameras, which 
may help the police solve the crime. The CTA 
said it needs riders to report any crimes be- 
cause information is used in investigations and 
reports allow the police and the CTA to keep 
track of these crimes to deploy additional re- 
sources as needed.

South Shore recorded two gunshot homicides 
in two days this week, a RedEye analysis of pre- 
liminary police data found. 

A 21 -year-old man was shot to death 
Tuesday in the 7800 block of South Colfax 
Avenue, police said. Two days earlier, a 21-year- 
old man was fatally shot in the 7800 block of 
South Constance Avenue, officials said. 

South Shore has logged 11 homicides so far 
this year, according to RedEye data. The South 
Side community area recorded 17 homicides 
last year, RedEye data shows. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were record- 
ed in the last week in Auburn Gresham, Gage 
Park, the Lower West Side and North Lawndale, 
RedEye determined. 

Meanwhile, more people have been stabbed 
to death in Chicago so far this year than in all of 
2011, RedEye found. 

A 49-year-old man was fatally stabbed 
Monday in the 500 block of West 72nd Street in 
Englewood, police said. 

Twenty-eight stabbing deaths have been 
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logged this year 
compared to 27 of 
these deaths last year, 

RedEye determined. 

Stabbings have account- 
ed for about 10 percent of homicides so far this 
year, compared to about 6 percent last year, 
RedEye data shows. 

Twenty-seven homicides have been logged 
so far in July. Fifty-five homicides were record- 
ed in July 2011, according to RedEye data.

Grand jury probes Rush St. death

The special prosecutor appointed to investi- 
gate the 2004 death of a man during a drunk- 
en confrontation with a nephew of then-May- 
or Richard M. Daley’s said Wednesday he has 
convened a grand jury but offered no time- 
table for when the investigation will be done. 

Dan Webb, a former U.S. attorney, was 
appointed to investigate the death of David 
Koschman nearly three months ago. 

Speaking at the Dirksen U.S. Courthouse 
following an unrelated court appearance. 


Webb said a grand jury with full subpoena 
powers and the power to compel witnesses to 
testify under oath is hearing evidence. 

Koschman, 21, had been drinking in the 
Rush Street nightlife district early on April 
25, 2004, when he and friends argued with a 
group that included Richard “R.J.” Vanecko, 
a member of the powerful Daley family Dur- 
ing the altercation, Koschman was punched 
or shoved, causing him to fall back and hit his 
head on the street. He died ii days later. No 
charges were ever filed.

Forbes: Everyone 
loves Ramsay 


D NEW YORK With 24 restaurants around the world, 
II Michelin stars, numerous cookbooks and 
TV shows, Gordon Ramsay is the top earning chef in 
the United States, with an estimated global income of 
$38 million, according to a new list by forbes.com. 

Scottish-born Ramsay, known to TV audiences for his 
acerbic comments on “Master Chef” and “Hell’s Kitchen,” 
surpassed Rachael Ray, who earned an estimated 
$25 million for the year ending in June from her TV show, 
magazine and cookbooks. 

Austrian-born Wolfgang Puck, whose 20 restaurants 
contributed to his $20 million in earnings, came in 
third on the list of top earning chefs who have a strong 
presence in the U.S. He is based in California. 

“They are very diversified,” said Dorothy Pomerantz of 
forbes.com. “There is nobody who just has restaurants. 
TV is a huge factor in making this list because they make 
so much more money from television than they can from 
their restaurants.” 

Merchandising and cookbooks also pumped up their 
incomes, Pomerantz said. 

Completing the top five were Paula Deen, the Southern 
cook criticized for buttery recipes and for becoming a 
pharmaceutical spokeswoman after she was diagnosed with 
Type 2 diabetes, and Mario Batali, co-owner of more than a 
dozen restaurants and one of the stars of “The Chew ’’They 
earned $17 million and $13 million, respectively 



LOCATION CONNECTION 

Celebrity chefs were not the only people making 
big money in food.

Bob Chinn’s Crab House restaurant in Wheeling made 
about $24 million, not including alcohol sales, and was 
named the top-earning restaurant in the U.S.

Tiger Woods finally lost the title of the world’s best-paid athlete, 
more than two years after a sex scandal chased away some of his 
biggest sponsors. 

In this year’s Fortunate 50 — Sports lUustrated’s ranking of 
the top-paid U.S. athletes— boxer Floyd Mayweather Jr. knocked 
Woods out of the top spot for the first time since the list started 
in 2004. 

Woods’ estimated endorsement income was $60 million in 2010 
and $92 million in 2009, the year that ended with his sex scandal. 

Woods has not won a major tournament since the scandal broke and 
has seen his on-course earnings fall sharply His estimated winnings were 
down from the $20.5 million he made during the 2009 golfing season. 

In the top spot, Mayweather Jr. had zero endorsement dollars, but 
brought home $40 million in his win over Victor Ortiz in September 2011 
and another $45 million from his May 2012 fight with Miguel Cotto. He’s 
going to have trouble spending those winnings in the near term though: He’s 
serving a three-month jail sentence for domestic abuse. 

Si’s rankings combine the pay winnings and endorsement deals from the ath- 
letes’ most recently completed season. The list also excludes foreign athletes.

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Chicago dietitians pick their 
‘eat this, not that’ choices 
from five new bar menus

No one said embracing healthy eating habits is easy 
but sticking to a diet while still hitting bars for an 
after-work drink can be a nightmare. The most 
direct solution is obvious, if impossible: Cut out 
the bar visits. But putting a sudden end to the fun 
may not be the only solution. Thanks to beefed-up 
bar menus and more restaurant/lounge hybrids in 
the city than ever, you don’t have to reach for a pile 
of fried-and-sauced wings when you sit down for a 
drink. 

“I’m not recommending you eat {at bars] every 
day obviously” Chicago-based nutritionist Jason 
Boehm said. “If it’s Friday night and you want to 
splurge, {there} are some smarter alternatives so you 
don’t feel deprived.” Boehm points to some obvious 
basics to help immediately cut the guilt: Think 
wraps, not burgers; salads, not sandwiches; red wine, 
not anot hejisug ar-lo^ed cocktail. And fries? “In- 
stead of regular fries, sweet TOta t o frM ,” Boehm 

said. “{There are] more nutrients in the sweet potato 
fries ... just don’t drown them in sugary ketchup.” 

Watch out for hidden calories in dishes and drinks 
that might sound like a good choice, such as grilled 
chicken wings. “Don’t be fooled by the word 
‘grilled,’ ” Chicago-based dietitian and author Dawn 
Blatner said. “Chicken wings are all skin ... and it’s 
the skin that’s fatty and high in calories. So even 
though you save some fat and calories because they 
aren’t fried ... baking {or grilling] wings are still a 
skip.” 

Before you head out this weekend, see what 
Boehm, Blatner and other local nutritionists had 
to say about what to eat and what to avoid at five 
recently opened bars.

What to eat: It may seem indulgent, but at this re- 
cently opened River North wine bar, Boehm suggests 
the salami and cheese selections ($4-$5 each). “You’re 
getting protein ... without the starch or sugar,” Boehm 
said. “Alcohol plus starch or sugar is a good way to 
pack pounds.” 

What to avoid: In the interest of avoiding the dreaded 
starch-and-alcohol combo, Boehm warns against this 
wine bar’s heavy pasta dishes.

Boehm said of the menu at this restaurant-lounge 
combo on Hubbard Street. “Both of these options give 
you protein and good fat without anything deep-fried 
or sugar-coated.” 

What to avoid: The worst appetizers include fried op- 
tions such as the fried oysters ($13) or the tempura 
shrimp ($11) which picks up an extra diet violation for 
being served with a sugary mango dipping sauce.

What to eat: The healthiest choice on the indulgent menu at this retro Lincoln Park lounge 
is the mussels ($10), but dietitian Jennifer Vimbor, owner of Nutrition Counseling Services, 
warns that you’ll want to nix the beer-cream sauce with bacon that comes with it. 

What to avoid: “The Drinkingbird has some yummy options that my not be the most health- 
ful,” Vimbor said. “I say, live a little ... we’re human. Take care of yourself regularly so you can 
have the occasional not-so-good-for-you food.” In other words, the decadent deviled eggs or 
house-made bratwurst could be worth the splurge.

What to eat: At this rooftop lounge, Chicago 
nutritionist Breea Johnson of Sustaining 
Nutrition suggests getting adventurous with 
an order of grilled octopus, which comes with 
watermelon radish and frisee ($12). “Octopus is 
a delicious, low-calorie and high-nutrient sea- 
food,” Johnson said. “When paired with greens 
and a spicy nut sauce, this dish is perfect to 
share over a cocktail.” Johnson also points 
to the beet salad ($8) as a low- 
calorie winner. 

What to avoid: As much 
as you might want to 
pad your stomach for 
a night of cocktails 
with something 
heavy, Johnson 
warns against 
deep-fried options 
such as the fish 
and chips ($13) or 
the pretzel crois- 
sant ($7), which 
is “high in refined 
carbohydrates, low 
in protein and fiber 
which makes for a highly 
unfulfilling snack when 
paired with a cocktail.”

pers in a tomato sauce ($7). The peppers are 
both low in calories and contain capsaicin, an 
anti-inflammatory that can improve circulation, 
Cheffer said. 

What to avoid: Pass on the boquerones en 
vinagre ($6), aka white anchovies in vinegar. 

“A mere five anchovies contribute to over half 
of your daily recommended sodium intake,” 
Cheffer said. “A high-sodium diet may increase 
your risk for high blood pressure. While ancho- 
vies have some nutritional benefits, en- 
joy them in moderation and share 
this dish among friends.”

‘And we have the right to 
pull your comment down and ban you if we think you’re acting inappropriately” 
Atchity told The New York Times that commenting likely would be restored 
Thursday or Friday once more reviews are posted and more commenters have 
seen the actual film.

“The Dark Knight Rises” will be released 
Friday: It’s director Christopher Nolan’s final 
entry in his trilogy that not only deconstruct- 
ed the Batman mythos, but the idea that all 
comic-book films are vacuous camp. 

With his first two Batman films, Nolan re- 
imagined Batman as something a bit more 
plausible in today’s world: a self-made, one- 
man special forces unit with lots of money a 
kick-ass R&D department and tons of anger 
issues. But beyond that, he made the char- 
acter more than a superhero: Batman was a 
catalyst to explore the very human concepts 
of the crippling force of grief, justice vs. ven- 
geance, and corruption— both institutional 
and personal. 

In the first film, “Batman Begins,” we 
learned about the kind of trauma it would 
take to send a man jumping off rooftops. 
Its sequel, “The Dark Knight,” showed us 
the havoc a high-functioning sociopath 
could cause through Heath Ledger’s de- 
finitive portrayal of the Joker (sorry. Jack). 

It illustrated how polarizing ideals— Bat- 
man as an agent for order, the Joker for chaos 
—can lead to escalating acts of violence and 
blowback. As entertaining as it was, “The 
Dark Knight” easily could be an allegory 
for terrorism and the threats posed to civil 


liberties by strong state response. 

“Batman Begins” loosely followed Frank 
Miller’s now-classic “Batman: ^ar One,” a 
rebooted origin story that not only detailed 
Bruce Wayne’s clumsy sometimes inept be- 
ginnings as Gotham City’s protector, but 
brought with it a vulnerability (and ultimately 
heart) readers had yet to see in the character. 

As for “The Dark Knight”? It pretty much 
went off the rails of any story previously pub- 
lished by the character’s parent company DC 
Comics. 

And since every copy of the “Dark Knight 
Rises” script is under lock and key, we’re 
not sure what to expect. All we have to go 
on is the official synopsis: The story takes 
place 8 years after the events of “The Dark 
Knight,” where Batman took the fall for 
Harvey “Two-Face” Dent’s spiral into 
madness. It’s a polite way to say Dent— 
formerly a charismatic district attorney- 
killed a few people. 

After years of lying low. Batman 
(Christian Bale back in the mask) is called 
to face a maniacal terrorist named Bane 
(Tom Hardy) and Selina Kyle, aka 
Catwoman in the comic books, al- 
though promotional materials 

for the film don’t refer to her as Catwoman. 
Whatever. Anne Hathaway plays Catwoman. 
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Raise. Walk. RunforGus.

Melt-proof makeup 
for a sunny summer

Most women won’t forgo putting on a face 
just because the mercury’s rising, turning 
their skin into a slippery mess. The smart 
ones, though, get smarter about the prod- 
ucts they use and how they apply them. 

“When it’s hot, makeup doesn’t stick. It will 
literally slide off the face,” says Allie Lapidus, a 
commercial makeup artist in L.A. “In the sum- 
mer, be sure to create a really good base so that 
everything stays on better.” 

Lapidus says it’s best to keep layers minimal 
because “an extra layer of anything on the skin 
makes it feel heavy The thinner the layers, the 
more it’s going to stick.”

EYES 

For eyes, Lapidus recommends applying either a 
primer or a dab of foundation before putting on 
shadow to help it stick, and following it up with a gel 
liner, instead of waxy, melt-prone pencils or tricky-to- 
apply liquids, and then topping it off with waterproof 
mascara. For summer. Make Up For Ever introduced 
its new Aqua cream shadows ($23), which are billed 
as waterproof, smudge-proof and crease-proof. 
Maybelline’s EyeStudio Color Tattoo gel cream shad- 
ows ($7) and UOreal’s Infallible shadows ($8) are simi- 
lar, though the Aqua line has a larger color selection. 


LIPS 

There are lots of options for giving a 
hint of color without the heaviness 
of a lipstick. Again, Lapidus recom- 
mends highly pigmented products, 
such as balms and butters, that build 
up color through layering. Lapidus 
likes Revlon’s Colorburst lip butter 
($8), which comes in a tube but is 
best if dabbed on with a finger for 
a more natural look, and tinted lip 
balms from Burt’s Bees ($7). 



FACE 

As a first step, Lapidus recommends using 
oil-free, highly pigmented concealers and 
moisturizers, instead of foundation, and ap- 
plying as little as possible to prevent it from 
sliding. Nars Pure Radiant tinted moistur- 
izer ($42) incorporates broad-spectrum 
sun protection, as does CoverGirl’s CG 
Smoothers tinted moisturizer ($8). 

To bring a fresh summer glow to the 
cheeks, Lapidus suggests gels and stains in- 
stead of powders and creams-with one ex- 
ception: Yves Saint Laurent creme de blush 
($38), which she says has the pigmentation 
of a cream and stays put in hot weather. 

The only powder Lapidus recommends for 
summer is for “setting” a face. She swears 
by Make Up For Ever Microfinish Powder 
($32) when the makeup application is fin- 
ished, then switches to blotting papers if 
the skin sweats or begins to look greasy.

T ravel goes old-school

Justin Yax has booked plenty of trips himself 
using myriad online travel sites. But for a tour 
of Italy in 2009 and his honeymoon trip to 
the South Pacific next month, he went old- 
school and turned to a travel agent. 

“There’s greater comfort when talking to 
somebody— a real person,” said Yax, a partner 
in a Bend, Ore., advertising agency “It’s not 
just putting something in a shopping cart and 
checking out.” 

Ykx, 40, is not alone as travel agencies enjoy 
a turnaround. 

Agencies had been suffering from years of 
declines as online travel sites— including Ex- 
pedia, Travelocity and Priceline— took root. 

Also, consolidation decreased the num- 
ber of visible storefront offices, and many 
of the remaining agents switched to a lower- 
overhead work-from-home model, said Nina 
Meyer, president of the American Society of 
Travel Agents. 

Over the past couple of years, though, the 
pendulum swung back, and business is grow- 
ing again— for many in leaps and bounds, she 
said. 

Agencies made $95 billion in sales in 2011 — 
about one-third of the U.S. travel market, ac- 
cording to Connecticut-based travel research 
company PhoCusWright. While the majority 
of the revenue comes from business travel, 
the leisure segment stiU accounts for more 
than $20 billion. 

At American Express Travel, Vice President 
David Patron said bookings through agents 
were up 12 percent in the first half of 2012 


from a year earlier. The company is neck-and- 
neck with Expedia as the U.S. market leader, 
according to the Travel Weekly Power List. 

Surprisingly Generation Y— consumers in 
their late 20s— accounts for the biggest per- 
centage of business at traditional agencies, 
according to Mandala Research EEC. 

The move toward human-booked travel 
does not mean the websites are hurting, how- 
ever. Even people like Tax, who use travel 
agencies, still book their less complex trips 
online. 

Many in the travel business want to be 
known as advisers or consultants rather than 
agents. They play up the idea that they are 
managing both your time and your vacation 
investment instead of just booking packages 
and getting tickets. 

Some build on a specific expertise by 
serving a niche— anything from catering to 
the wealthy to specializing in scuba diving 
trips, religious pilgrimages, cruises or specific 
destinations. 

Meyer and others in the industry say one 
common thread among newer clients is their 
need for someone to sort out the sheer vol- 
ume of information on the Web. 

Interior designer Phyllis Harbinger, 49, 
says she used a travel agent because she expe- 
rienced one too many fouled-up reservations 
with online services. 

“I’m a great traveler, and I’ve been all over 
the world,” she said. “But I don’t know who 
has the best amenities. Having that trust 
factor and having the trusted adviser, that’s 
worth gold.”
